PLAN 10 LIMIT NEWSPAPER 
COVERAGE OF COURT OPPOSED 


New York Judge Says Proposal 
Strikes at Those Making “Cir- 
cus” of Courtrooms. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 30. — A 
proposal to restrict newspaper 
coverage of courts so sharply that 
attorneys might be _ barred from 
discussing cases with reporters 
drew. such a protest at a meeting 
of the State Judicial Council here 
today that Chief Judge Frederick 
E. Crane of the Court of Appeals 
later commented, “Perhaps this is 
too broad.” | 

Photographers could : be barred 
from courthouses and statements 
on a trial would be limited to “a 
statement of the issues involved as 
the latter are shown by the plead- 
ings, indictment or information” 
filed in the case. 

Harvey Deuell, managing editor 
of the New York Daily News, de 
nounced the proposal as “The en- 
tering wedge to bar reporters from 
the court.” 

Presiding Justice Francis Mar- 
tin of the Appellate Division said 
he understood the sponsors would 
reframe the proposal because they 
considered it too broad.

For a Stricter Neutrality Policy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE American people favor a stricter 

“keeping-out-of-war” neutrality policy 
than the President, in deference to com- 
mercial and business interests, has yet 
enforced. The present makeshift neu- 
trality legislation, which does not include 
unassembled munitions and which can- 
not be extended to financing and raw 
materials for war, can hardly be expect- 
ed to keep the United States out of war. 

Shipments of cotton linters, scrap iron, 
oil, trucks and other items necessary for 
the prosecution of Italy’s imperialist war 
are still being made, despite President 
Roosevelt's and Secretary Hull’s warn- 
ings. The very hesitancy of the admin- 
istration to publicize all export trade to 
either of the belligerents leads one to be- 
lieve that the President is willing to gam- 
ble lives against war profits. 

The responsibility for the present in- 
adequate legislation rests squarely with 
the administration. Since having opposed 
stricter proposals in committee, the Presi- 
dent has made a show of having become 
the nation’s No. 1 neutrality advocate. 

‘With the coming session of Congress 
rests the responsibility for a thorough- 
going program of mandatory embargoes 
on all trade or financial relations with 
nations engaged in armed warfare. Such 
legislation is necessary if American com- 
mercial interests are not to nullify the 
peace efforts of the League, and if the 
United States is not to be drawn into a 
foreign war. Further, the enactment of 
such a policy would be a declaration to 
the League that if its Powers resort to 
armed force as against non-military sanc- 
tions, they will sacrifice our assistance.

The Old Hannibal Bay Mill. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

URELY Mark Twain must have 

played around the old Hannibal bay 
(water-wheel) mill when he was a boy. 
This old mill is four miles north of Han- 
nibal, and is fast going to ruin. One 
side of the roof is almost off. The first 
bay mill was built before 1835 by Stephen 
Glascock. It was replaced by the pres- 
ent mill, which was built close by, be- 
tween the years 1842 and 1844, by Dan- 
jel Hendrix. Wooden pins were used 
mostly, instead of nails, and much of the 


“machinery is of wood. The building is 


40 feet in length and in breadth and is 
five stéries high. It is supposed to be 
the oldest mill west of the Mississippi. 

Before the Civil War, ox teams used to 
come several days’ journey to the mill 
to get corn ground into meal and to get 
graham flour. The mill also sold salt 
and oil, and tobacco, too. There was a 
picture of this mill at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair of 1904, and postcards used 
to be sold widely, having a picture of 
the mill and one of Mark Twain. He 
was 7 years old when the mill was 
built. What a book he could have writ- 
ten about it, but he must have plumb 
forgotten it in his writing days. 

My grandfather, Martin S. Shaffer, and 
my uncle, Grant Shaffer, were the last 
people to own and operate this mill; they 
owned it for 29 years and shut it down 
about 1900. I have pictures of the mill 
and many old relics of it—a wheelbarrow, 
the account book and the last meal sack.

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A NAVAL EXPANSION CONFERENCE? 


Representatives of the leading naval Powers will 
meet in London this week for what is officially called 
a naval limitation conference. It will be surprising 
if the parley is not in the end a naval expansion 
conference. So gloomy is the atmosphere in which 
the conference assembles that many observers con- 
sider it merely the prelude to a revived and great- 
er naval armaments race. Mr. Roosevelt expressed 
a common sentiment at a press conference last week 
when he indicated that this country would be great- 


Re- | 


ly pleased if, as a result of the parley, naval arma- 
ments could be held at their present levels. 

The. conference is meeting to fulfill the treaty 
terms calling for renewed discussions before ter- 
mination of the Washington and London naval pacts, 
which expire Dec. 31, 1936. The former expires by 
reason of Japan’s notice of abrogation last Decem- 
ber; the latter by limitation. With unrest prevail- 
ing throughout the world, and the major nations 
engaged in strengthening their armaments, there 
seems little chance that the restrictive principles 
written into the previous treaties will be reinstated. 
The prospects are, rather, for a pact calling for 
larger navies, or no agreement at all and a wide- 
open race with the sky (or the endurance of the 
nations’ taxpayers) the limit. 

The conversations in London last year, in which 
England, America and Japan took part, were pre- 
paratory for the present meeting, and disclosed dif- 
ferences of opinion that remain unreconciled. Japan 
held out for parity with the two other nations. Com- 
promise offers made at that time were rejected. The 
situation appeared serious enough then, but Japan’s 
new drive against China makes its intentions for 
mastery of the Pacific even clearer than before. 

The French and Italian positions, previously marred 
by years of bickering, now have taken on a critical 
aspect. Because Anglo-Italian relations now are 
strained, with supremacy in the Mediterranean ap- 
parently at stake, any hopes for a conciliatory atti- 
tude on Mussolini’s part must be eliminated. The 
newcomer in naval circles, Germany, also adds to 
the complications. When Hitler denounced the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, and Britain sanctioned the breach 
with the extraordinary treaty approving a German 
navy of a strength up to 35 per cent of England’s, 
the French position became critical. With a reviv- 
ing Germany on the one hand and a determined 
Italy on the other, France obviously is in no mood 
for reducing naval strength. 

England is definitely committed to a stronger navy. 
This was one plank in the Government’s manifesto 
at the recent elections, and was strongly indorsed 
by the voters. 

The United States is building up to treaty strength, 
under an appropriation of record size for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. If withdrawa} from the Philippines 
relieves this country of commitments in the West- 
ern Pacific, if the neutrality policy relieves the navy 
of its duty of protecting American commerce, modi- 
fications may be possible. The size of the American 
navy, however, will depend largely on what other 
nations do. Mr. Roosevelt made this clear in his 
Armistice day address, when he said: “The more 
quickly they (the other nations) decrease their arma- 
ments, the more quickly and surely shall we de- 
crease ours.” 

In a rational world, a world not distracted by fears 
and rivalries and hatreds and ambitions, a naval

Gone is 
all the hope of extensive reductions that has ushered 
in each previous naval parley. Plain to every dele- 
gate, too, is the knowledge of what a crushing cost 
his own country must bear if a general armaments 
race is the outcome. 

Perhaps, squarely at the edge of the precipice, with 
suicidal war or national bankruptcy waiting at the 
bottom, common sense may yet prevail. If the peo- 
ples of the participating nations could be “free of 
the distracting propaganda with which many of them 
are deluged, and could vote on the parley’s course, 
it would certainly be a naval reduction and not 
a naval expansion conference. 
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Gen. Johnson has rapped on the door of the Wash- 
ington Newspaper Guild and found it locked and 
barred. Are the Washington scribes snooty, or are 
they mortally afraid of a typewriter that pops off in 
all directions, letting the bullets strike where they 
may? 
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NEWS FROM ITALY. 

M. E. Ravage’s article, “Discontent in Italy,” pub- 
lished recently under the cartoon, is a highly in- 
teresting appraisal of Italy’s domestic sentiments. It 
serves to stimulate the rather startling thought that, 
in the last 13 years, the news from Italy has been 
so garbled and censored, when it has not been sup- 
pressed entirely, that the world has had little op- 
portunity of knowing what the Italians really have 
been thinking. 

Much, of course, has been written by the anti- 
Fascist Italians who were exiled or who fled before 
Mussolini’s wrath. Their bitterness and partisan- 
ship have invested their utterances, in many cases, 
with more heat than light. Moreover, once out of 
Italy, they were no longer able to keep a finger on 
the Italian pulse. Newspaper writers in Italy have 
been handicapped by censorship. Travelers’ accounts 
are usually superficial and many of them reveal lit- 
tle else than a stereotyped version of the glitter and 
pomp with which Mussolini has invested himself. 
Mr. Ravage, a well-informed journalist, tells of the 
unhappiness in Italy that has extended even to the 
army; of the rumors of mutinies; of wage cuts, un- 
employment and deprivation of working men of their 
bargaining power; of business men who find-them- 
selves in a veritable straitjacket of regulations which 
kill private initiative; of investors who have been 
compelled to deposit their holdings of all their for- 
eign stocks, bonds and other credits in the Bank of 
Italy for possible use by the State; of Italy’s unfa- 
vorable trade balance; and, finally, of the Ethiopian 
fiasco which is draining Italian blood and treasure. 
Is it possible that the liberty-loving millions of 
Italians became a different sort of people at the 
exact moment that Mussolini completed his march on 
Rome? They may have been temporarily dazzled by 
the advent of a Man on Horseback, but surely in the

THE VOICE OF BUGLE ANN. By Mace- 
Kinlay Kantor. (Coward-McCann, Inc., 
New York City.) 

F THIS writer had been asked a little 
| while ago to name one story dealing with 
the Missouri hill country that seemed to 

have, more than any other, the magical 
qualities (difficult to define) that distin- 
guish a masterpiece from merely good or 
even excellent work, he would have named 

“The Hound-Tuner of Calloway,” by Ray- 
mond Weeks. 

It must be about 10 years since that story 
was read, and still to think of it is to expe- 
rience the exhilarating uplift of an en- 
chanted moment. The book achieved a suc- 
cess of esteem, and may have sold reason- 
ably well; but the commanding voice of pub- 
licity was lacking, and even though one 
heard of the book, there was no compulsion 
to read it in self-defense. 

If the same question were asked now, two 
stories would have to be named, and there 
might be a strong temptation to place the 
“The Voice of Bugle Ann” before “The 
Hound-Tuner of Calloway,” but for the fact 
that it is, first of all, the quality of unique- 
ness that distinguishes both. Still, it might 
be argued with force that Kantor’s story 
sweeps the wider range of emotion, achiev- 
ing as it does, in certain passages, some- 
thing of the unmistakable Aeschylean mood. 

The hero is old Sprjng Davis, connoisseur 
and breeder of fox-hounds, and the heroine 
is Bugle Ann, the fine and final flower of 
all the generations of the Davis dogs. She 
was “the sweetest-mouthed hound in Mis- 
souri,”’ so old Spring believed, and “her 
voice was something to dream about on any 
night when she was running through the 
hills—high, round, with that queer and 
brassy resonance which made you think 
that ghosts were out there somewhere 
sounding taps without any armies to follow 
them.” 

The action takes place in the ‘Heaven 
Creek” country, which might be almost any- 
where in the Missouri hills; and the char- 
acters are all familiar to anyone who has 
lived long in the Ozarks—-the Lanceys, the 
Roysters, the Armstrongs and such. It’s all 
quite commonplace in setting, and the peo- 
ple are those one knows. But very early in 
the story a sympathetic reader begins to 
feel some compelling magic at work in the 
simple, forthright narrative; and as a result, 
the familiar commonplace world is trans- 
figured into “something new and strange” 
and packed with wonder. 

The tale is intensely poetical in the one 
true and generally neglected sense of the 
word; and what, to the merely factual re- 

gard, would seem only a sordid affair grow- 
ing out of a foolish quarrel over a “houn’- 
dawg,’ develops at length the dignity, the 
pity and terror, the weird beauty of Greek 
tragedy. 


HOSE who like to give beautiful books 

for Christmas presents should be more 
than ordinarily interested in the first six 
issues of the Heritage Press, New York 
City.

THE NEW IMPERATIVE. By Walter 
Lippmann. (The Macmillan Co. New 
York City.) 


is composed of an article 

entitled “The Permanent New Deal,” 
which appeared in the Yale Review last 
June, and the author’s Phi Beta Kappa ora- 
tion delivered at Harvard University dur- 
ing the same month. In the first, Mr. Lipp- 
mann contends that, essentially, the New 
Deal did not begin with the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration but with the crash of 1929; 
that the new conception of the function of 
government was brought about not by party 
influence but by economic necessity; and 
that “government must henceforth hold it- 
self consciously responsible for the main- 
tenance of the standard of life prevailing 
among the people.” 

The “new imperative,” as discussed in the 
second half of the volume, is concerned with 
the necessity of accepting the new view of 
governmental function, and of educating the 
rising generation. in keeping with that ne- 
cessity. 

“If you wish to know,” writes Mr. Lipp- 
mann, “why the young men are tempted by 
Communism, by Fascism, by almost any- 
thing which is emphatic and bold and posi- 
tive, this is the reason: those who sit in 
the seats of authority are preaching a gos- 
pel of frustration. If you wish to know 
why, in spite of all our schools and col- 
leges, the level of .competence in public life 
is low, this is the reason: we are not train- 
ing men to govern; we are teaching them 
to believe that in great matters it is unnec- 
essary to govern. If you wish to know why 
the political sciences are not a true discip- 
line for the future guardians of our civiliza- 
tion, but are a haphazard collection of dis- 
connected specialties, this is the reason: it 
is disreputable to hold and to declare a 
positive and coherent conception of the 
function of the state in a modern economy.”

The younger Strauss did teach her 
to play the piano and fell in love 
with her. But he had too much of 
his father’s fiery nature to settle 
down and marry her. 

“The Beautiful Blue Danube,’ 
which the son based « 1 a folk sony, 
was played for the first time in 
Vienna on Feb. 13, 1867. When the 
composer made his only American 
visit five years later, an orchestra 
of 1000 and a chorus of 20,000 was 
assembled for one presentation. It 
was Johann Strauss Jr., incidental- 
ly, who introduced an unknown 
young genius on one of his pro- 
grams. The unknown was Richard 
Wagner.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
EVENTY-FIVE years ago 
a group of daring horsemen 
were creating a picturesque 
and exciting chapter in the 
history of the United States 
mails. Over plains and 
: gue deserts and mountains, 
through heat and cold and peril, they were 
eetiding at breathless speed, night and day, 
a galloping chain that carried mail between 
Missouri and California more swiftly than 
it had ever been carried before. They won 
enduring fame for that brief, adventurous 
enterprise, the Pony Express. 

Although the Pony Express was not a 

_ Government project but a private business 
‘Venture, it made such a stirring contribution 
to the postal annals of this country that it 
4s about to receive a notable bit of official 
recognition. In the new Post Office Build- 
ing at Washington there will be a series of 
murals devoted to this fragment of the 
“Wild West.” 

The murals will be painted by a young 
Western artist, Frank A. Mechau of Col- 
Orado Springs, Colorado. His preliminary 
designs were chosen from among 315 sub- 
mitted by 142 artists in a competition con- 
ducted by the Section of Painting and 
Sculpture of the Treasury Department. 
The competition was open to all artists, and 
the selection was made by a jury of eight

distinguished painters. At the same time 47 
sculptors submitted 62 models for figures 
representing mail carriers of every period, 
to be placed in the same building. 

Mechau, who is 31 years old, is one of 
the artists who made important gains in 
public notice through the Public Works of 
Art Project. He has, however, a substantial 
foundation of training in his work. Brought 
up in the town of Glenwood Springs, Col- 
orado, he attended the Art Institute in 
Chicago, and later studied in Paris, where 
he went through various phases of art ex- 
perimentation, including a fling at abstrac- 
tionism. 


ETURNING to Colorado in 1932, he 
renewed creative 
Native scenes 


saw the West with 
interest and understanding. 
and native people attracted him as never 
before, and he began to get them down on 
canvas. He joined the hundreds of artists 
whose work was being financed by Federal 
funds and painted a mural called “Horses at 
Night,” a large canvas which is now in the 
Denver Public Library. It attracted con- 
siderable attention when it was shown at 
the Corcoran Gallery in Washington in the 
PWA exhibition. Last year Mechau was 
awarded a Guggenheim Fellowship on 
which he continued his painting in the 
Rocky Mountain region. His work was of 
such quality that the foundation renewed 
the grant for this year. 

Mechau has started to block out the

full-size designs for the Pony Express 
murals. On this page are reproduced two 
of his preliminary sketches, done in oil. 
One shows express riders coralling horses 
at a station, with a border in which episodes 
along the trail are depicted. The other 
shows a massacre by Indians who had at- 
tacked one of the stage coaches which 
traveled the Pony Express -road. 

The artist has done a great deal of re- 
search in an effort to make all details ac- 
curate. He has also been soaking up the 
atmosphere of the present West, which re- 
tains something, he says, of the day when 
riders of the Pony Express thundered over 
the Central Overland route, 

It was on April 3, 1860, that the Pony 
Express began its exciting career, which 
lasted only a year and a half. On that day 
John Fry left St, Joseph and William Ham- 
ilton left Sacramento for the first rides of 
the relay system covering the 2000-mile 
line. The mail went through in nine days 
on that first trip—12 days less than the 
time required for it to travel by stage on 
the southern route between St. Louis and 


California. 


Eighty riders were employed in the serv- 
ice. Each rider traveled back and forth over 
a section of the line from 50 to 75 miles 
im length, stopping every 10 or 15 miles 
at a relay station to change horses. This 
change, which included the transfer of his 
mail container, was supposed to take not 
more than two minutes. 


HE riders were light but hardy men 

and they were paid $100 a month. 
They carried horns which they blew as they 
neared a relay station to give the station 
attendant notice to start saddling a fresh 
horse. At first they wore a sort of uniform 
of red shirt and blue trousers, but before 
the line was abandoned their garb had be- 
come nondescript, merely the ordinary dress 
of Western horsemen. 

The mere routine of an express riders 
work was wearing enough—hard riding, 
making a fast horse cover its alloted dis- 
tance as speedily as it could, over dusty, 
muddy or snowy roads, enduring heat and 
cold. There was, in addition, the danger— 
danger from Indians, from highwaymen, 
from storms and swollen streams, even from 


such a misadventure as riding into and 
stampeding a herd of buffalo on a dark 
night. Several riders and station keepers 
were killed and a number were wounded in 
an uprising of Piutes in Nevada. During 
that disturbance Pony Express riders con- 
tinued to carry the mail through the peril- 
ous territory. 

One of the celebrated deeds of that try- 
ing period was a ride made by “Pony Bob” 
Haslam, who already was a notable of the 
service. His run was 75 miles long, but on 
an eastward trip, when the Indians were 
“out,” he found no one to receive the mail 


, > 
from him and carry it on, so he rode on, 


past relay stations whose keepers had been 
killed and horses stolen. At the end of 190 
miles, in which he changed horses only once, 
he met another express rider, exchanged 
mail with him, and rode 190 miles back. to 
his starting point. He had ridden 380 miles 
and 36 hours. 

The Pony Express operated at first on a 
weekly schedule, later on a semi-weekly. It 
charged $5 a half-ounce for mail. But even 
at that rate it could not make money be- 
cause of the heavy expense of establishing 
and maintaining it. Construction of a tele- 
graph line across the West definitely put it 
out of business. The firm of Russell, Majors 
and Waddell, which started and operated 
the service during most of its existence, 1s 
said to have lost all its money on the ven- 
ture. The enterprise had been undertaken 
largely to draw attention to the Central 


Overland route and patronage to the firm's 
stages, which used that route in transport- 
ing passengers and mail. The Pony Express 
dropped out of existence in October, 1861. 

Selection of Artist Mechau to picture in 
the Post Office Building this episode in the 
life of the West is an example of the new 
policy which has been adopted with respect 
to the adornment of the Government build- 
ings in Washington. It is a policy aimed 
at the exclusion of politics—and much con- 
sequent bad art—from this field of Federal 
activity. 


N October of last year Secretary of the 

Treasury Morgenthau created the Section 
of Painting and Sculpture to have charge 
of such matters and named as its head Ed- 
ward Bruce, a well-known artist and critic.

Washington. Among the artists chosen are 
Thomas Benton of Missouri, John Stewart 
Curry of Kansas, and Reginald Marsh and 
Maurice Stone of New York.

CANTON, China. 
OLDEN GRACIOUS” has 
been betrayed by a dis- 
_carded lover, and pursers 
sleep a little easier as 
ships fat with silks or bul- 
lion ease into the danger- 
ous waters off Bias Bay, 
an island-dotted notch in the coastline 
just above Hongkong and the gaping 
mouth of Canton River. After 10 years 
of depredations which cost South 
China céastwise shipping many thou- 
sands of dollars, Tan Ching-Chao, 
“Queen of the Bias Bay Pirates,”’ 
awaits trial in a Chinese military 
prison. 

She has been linked with some of 
the most spectacular piracies of recent 
years. Probably her own daring con- 
tributed to her ultimate downfall, 
for it was this very audacity that chal- 
lenged Chinese and foreign authorities 
to launch a concentrated drive against 
the thousands of pirates that lurk be- 
hind the snaky, secret channels of the 
Bay. But her capture was long delayed 
by the loyalty she had won from de- 
voted fisher-folk. She had traits, it 
seems, that made her a feminine, sea- 
going Robin Hood. 

The 31-year-old native beauty came 
of fisher folk, herself, down in the 
maritime district of Kwantung. She 
went early to sea with the fishermen. 
Long before she was grown she knew 
far more of boats and men than of 
home and the washing-paddle. 

There was talk of the life on Bias 
Bay in her village, as there is all up 
and down that coast, and to her the 
talk seemed good. So likewise, it 
seemed to Li Tsen, a fisher boy, and 
soon, together, they were gone from 
the village.

To Bias Bay they took courage and 
quick wits, and a wisdom in the way 
of the sea beyond their years. These 
were of use to a pirate gang, and 
through them Li Tsen rose to com- 
mand. 

For six years they prospered, ne- 
fariously. But then, on a day when 
there was rich loot to be divided, Li 
Tsen was killed by his mutinous men. 
Over his body they called his widow 
to command. 

Golden Gracious was not long a 
widow. She welded two gangs to- 
gether by marriage with 24-year-old 
Chen Lian, leader of a band smaller 
than hers but desirable, and thence- 
forth she led them both. But before 
that advantageous union had entered 
her mind, she had taken a lover, a 
lieutenant in her own gang, and that 
liaison brought about her ultimate un- 
doing. 

But not before four years of rare au- 
dacious sorties and long interludes of 
fat living safe in the sheltered reaches 
of the Bay. Even now, with her cap- 
ture but a thing of the night before 
last and her trial not yet come, the 
life of Tan Ching-Chao has become a 
legend of the Coast. 

Her name has been linked with the 
capture of the Tungchow last winter 
with 70 missionary children—an epi- 
sode which roused authorities to re- 
newed vigor against the outlaws of 
Bias Bay. The steamer, one of the 
finest of the China Navigation Co., 
had just set out from Shanghai with 
the children, returning to the mission 
school at Chefoo, 500 miles north, at 
the end of the holidays. 

It was only a two-day trip. When 
the ship was reported overdue on the 
third day, cables hummed to the 
great cities of the world, State Depart- 
ments stirred, Chinese gunboats and 
ships of foreign navies in Chinese wa- 


ters put on forced draft to search the 


seas. Cannily, airplanes from the Brit- 
ish carrier Hermes circled like hunting 
eagles off Bias Bay, and there, 600

miles south of Shanghai, on the third 
night, the Tungchow was found. 

Just as it had reached the open sea 
outside Shanghai harbor, at a change 
of watch, pirates had swarmed, shoot- 
ing, over the iron “pirate grills’ that 
separated the third class passengers 
from the first. Two Russian guards 
were killed, and Second Engineer K. 
McDonald was shot, but recovered. 

The pirates had paid high for a tip 
that the Tungchow would carry $12,- 
500 silver, but the tip was phony. And 
they got more than their bargain in 
the passengers. The children, all un- 
der 16 years old, quizzed them on polil- 
tics and religion and why they did 
such things, made them raid the ship's 
stores for oranges and sweets, almost 
took their shirts— and actually did 
take the chief’s sweater, which was 
torn into strips and divided for sou- 
venirs long before the ship was found 
and the captives released. 

Probably it was the pirates who 
breathed a sigh of relief as they scur- 
ried for shore. Not a child was harmed, 
and all had found their three-day cap- 
tivity exciting rather than terrifying, 
as told in the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine last March 10.

NEW YORK. 
HEN one has spent 
the better part of 
two years scouring 
almost impassable 
mountains to find 
and shoot a very 
rare animal, it isn't 
exactly a pleasant 
sensation to find 
your rifle is empty 


the first time you have the beast with-~ 


in gunshot range. Nor is it especially 
comforting to recall that your quarry 
is a vegetarian, when you have him 
charging at you top speed while your 
back is turned towards a 150-foot 
drop-off. That was the disconcerting 
spot on which Dean Sage Jr. found 
himself at the crucial moment of his 
long search for the giant panda. The 
fact that he came through the experi- 
ence without injury, one of the very 


hunting party with the 
panda pelt for background. 


A native guide with 


few white men known to have killed 
one of these almost extinct animals, 
does not detract from the theatrical 
climax of the story. 

Sage is a lawyer by vocation, a nat- 
uralist and big game hunter by avoca- 
tion. That he is taken seriously by 
zoologists, who are glad to make use 
of the enthusiasm of sportsmen to 
help them in their quest of rare speci- 
mens, is indicated by the fact that the 
American Museum of Natural History 
here sponsored his expedition into 
Indo-China and sent along an assistant 
curator to take part in the work. His 
contributions to the museum’s collec- 
tions are considered especially valua- 
ble since they include two pelts of the 
giant panda, as difficult to come by 
as anything replaceable in the mu- 
seum. 

“The panda,” said Sage, ‘‘is a very 
peculiar animal. It has no relatives 
among any known animals on earth. It 
is about the size of a bear, looks some- 
thing like a racoon, but is related to 
neither. It is a whole biological fam- 
ily unto itself. (The question of the 
giant panda’s classification is still a 
controversial one. Some zoologists 
would deny Sage’s statement.) Found 
only in a stretch of territory called 
the Chinese-Tibetan borderland, it 
lives in altitudes more than 6000 feet 
above sea level and subists only on 
bamboo. You can see: what a lively 
time we were headed for.”’ 

The actual hunting, when at one 
point it looked as if the panda would 


get young Sage instead of vice versa,- 


was not the only lively time the party 
had. The expedition consisted of Mr. 
Sage, his wife, Anne Tilney Sage; 
William Sheldon and Donald Carter; 
who is assistant curator of mammal- 
ogy at the museum. Counting guides, 
servants, bearers, there were about 50 
in the party. Before they could take 
to the field they had to wade through 
miles of Chinese Government red tape 
to get gun-carrying permits. The fact 
that Mrs. Sage, in preparation for the 
trip, had studied rudimentary medi- 
cine and first aid and as official doc- 
tor of the expedition held clinics twice 
daily for the natives, speeded up the 
granting of the permits. At that, they 
had to wait two months. 

When telling of this experience and 
other hunting trips, Sage makes a 
point of debunking the stories one usu- 
ally hears about the dangers of big- 
game hunting. “It is the exception, 
not the rule, for wild animals to at- 

tack humans,’’ he maintains. 

“Most wild animals run 

away from people. How- 

ever, sometimes they are 

hurt and get desperate and 

bad-tempered. At times 

like this, they may appear 

to charge, but they are 

only frightened and pan- 

ic-stricken. Quite unwit- 

tingly they often tra- 

vel in the very direction 

of danger for them. 

When this happens, 

many believe they are 

bent on human de- 

struction, when the 

truth is that they 

are only trying to 

flee to security and 

cannot reason 

which way to 
turn.”’

storybook overtones, Sage consulted 
his crammed diary on the panda hunt, 
He told about climbing the precipitous 
slopes of the Chen Lifang in search of 
the “‘beishung,’’ as the natives call the 
giant panda. 

“We seemed to be climbing a moun- 
tain which had no top,”’ he read from 
his diary. ‘‘Whenever we reached a 
level spot we congratulated ourselves 
that at last we were on the summit, 
but always another rise would come 


looming dimly at us from out of the. | 


It was most weird, this forever 
climbing into the clouds. The altitude 
was about 10,000 feet. Up we strug- 
gled, up and up, inching a laborious 
way around precipitous slopes, with 
often a sheer drop from the narrow 
trail into the abyss of clouds below. It 
seemed as if forever above us towered 
the mighty peaks of the Chinese Tib- 
etan borderland, rearing craggy sum- 
mits thousands of feet into the heay- 
ens.”’ 

Then followed an eternity of hard 
work, thrashing through bamboo jun- 
gles of unbelievable density and, as 
the winter wore on, wading through 
snow and over ice ledges. Much of the 
hunt was in the dusk, as the beishung 
is nocturnal in movement, hiding in a 
ledge den during the day. But final- 
ly the long months of traveling, pre- 
paring and planning were about to 
bring results. Sage and Shelton pushed 
ahead with native hunters, while Mrs. 
Sage and Carter brought up the rear 
to keep the stragglers going. There 
were about -50 in the party, all after 
the much-coveted prize of this huge 
animal, which is all white except for 
the strange dark markings across the 
shoulders and haunches and around 
the eyes and ears. 


OW: MADE our way still 
further into the recesses of 
the great mountain ranges 
and came to the beautiful val- 
leys of Cheng Wai and the Moa Mo 
Gou. Here we had our first news of 
the presence of panda. We saw two of 
its pelts in a native farmhouse. The 
family told us they had been killed re- 
cently. On the trail we found evi- 
dence in droppings and in the chew- 
ed ends of bamboo, that they were 
about. 

‘“‘We set spear traps. We searched 
acres of bamboo-covered slopes with 
field glasses. We hunted with dogs. 
We had been told by natives that a 
panda pursued by dogs would take to 
a tree. But this was all wrong. One 
day our dogs actually drove two pan- 
das out of a thicket and then relin- 
quished the chase. The pandas moved 
off leisurely, quite indifferent to the 
dogs, who appeared afraid of them. 
We were too far away to shoot suc- 
cessfully.” 

That incident was very discouraging 
to the party. The intense cold and the 
fog was making everyone glum and 
the failure of the dogs to tree the ani- 
mals only added to the general feeling 
of depression. While they could ‘at 
least say they had seen the animal, 
they were about ready to give up all 
hope of ever killing one. 

And then, their luck turned. This 
is how Mr. Sage described the kill in 
his diary, written the night it hap- 
pened, in a white root hut. 

“All of a sudden, after a long day 
of fruitless hunting, I heard the un- 
mistakable noise of breaking bamboo 
and the barking of our dogs. Wong 
(one of the native guides) said, ‘“Bel- 
shung!”’ 

“Even at this moment it did not oc- 
cur to me that we should ever see the 
animal. Nevertheless, I took my gun 
and tried to put a cartridge into it. 
It‘was all covered with ice and snow 
and the shell would not go in, so I 
threw it away—an act which was later 
to be of the utmost importance—and 
put another shell in. And then, as if 
in a dream, I saw a giant panda com- 
ing through the bamboo about 60 
yards away. I fired and missed: The 
animal was frightened by the noise, 
but instead of turning and running off 
the way it had come, he made straight 
for the ledge I was standing on. I 
fired again. 

“He came right on; his head hung 
low and swaying from side to side. His 
tongue was out and he was panting. 
He appeared to be looking at the 
ground and apparently did not see me 
at all. But if he did not know I was 
there, I was due to be very much 
aware of his presence if he collided 
with me and sent me over the ledge. I 
frantically worked the bolt of my 
rifle and snapped the hammer on an 
empty chamber. 

“In a daze thought flashed through 
my mind: ‘No more bullets; what'll I 
do?

OTWITHSTANDING the 
unprecedented survival of 
the Dionne quintuplets, 
whose daily movements 
and progress gre recorded 
by a benign and powerful 
publicity machine, there 
are two authenticated cases of pre- 
vious multiple births that eclipse the 
record of Mother Dionne. Both took 
place within the last 66 years, one in 
America and one in Africa. 
' “Boy or girl, Doc?" inquired James 
Lewis Bushnell, a wealthy Chicago 
grain merchant, on September 8, 1869, 
when the attending physician at his 
home appeared after a visit of the 
stork. 

“Yes, both, and plenty of them,” 
was the answer. As Bushnell entered 
the room where his wife and family 
lay, he counted an even half-dozen 
youngsters. 

Of the six, four. were born brown- 
eyed, black-haired girls and the other 
two were blue-eyed, blond-haired boys. 
They were named Laberta, Lucy, Alice, 
Alinca, Albert and Norbert. The sex- 
tuplets were very tiny at their birth; 
yet all managed to survive over a year, 
when Lucy died at the age of 12 
months and Laberta at 14 months. 
Alice, Alinca and Albert are still liv- 
ing, having attained the age of 66, 
and Norbert died last March. 

Alice, who proved to be the flower of 
the family, became a clerk in a Buf- 
falo department store. Later she at- 


had been forged. Her experts did 
what was expected of them. Nolde’s 
experts contradicted them; the en- 
gagement was a draw. But Judge 
Walsh wasn’t impressed. In his 
opinion, he said, the signature was 
false. So he called the divorce off 
and awarded Mrs. Nolde $75 a week 
—instead of the trifling $8 she had 
asked for. George Nolde, of course, 
took the case to a higher court. 

The Superior Court sustained Judge 
Walsh's verdict and sent the case back 
to him the next year. Meanwhile, 
there had been a hearing to determine 
just how much money George Nolde 
did have. An officer of the Reading 
Trust Company, trustee for the three 
trust estates of which George Nolde is 
beneficiary, said that he had been re- 
ceiving an income of $16,365 from a 
$407,614 trust fund his mother had 
created for him several years before 
her death. That, plus the two ‘‘spend- 
thrift funds’’ established in the old 
lady's will, gave him a total income of 
$32,848—what is known as a tidy in- 
come. The $35,000 left by his father 
was in addition to all this. Judge 
Walsh wasn't amused by the fact that 
Carolyn Nolde had beeg asking for 
only $8 a week, that she had received 
a sum total of $788 from the Nolde 
family during the 16 years since the 
break-up of her marriage. He in- 
creased the alimony to $200 a week 
without waiting to be asked.

Thus far there have been 
seven hearings in which Carolyn 
Nolde has denied every charge and 
the validity of every piece of testi- 
mony by the men who were sent to 
shadow her.

Judge Gordon was more explicit in 
his charge to the 12 men.

The Bushnell children § acquired 
their education in the Albion public 
schools and made a record as being 
among the best students of their 
school days there. As far as is known, 
there were no grandchildren with the 
exception of Norbert’s offspring, which 
died in infancy. 

On May 10, 1903, Drs. Kerr and 
Cookman, British physicians stationed 
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XTUPLETS 


in Accra,’ Gold Coast, West Africa, 
were called to deliver a native woman 
of sextuplets. Their account of this 
incident appeared in the Medical Press 
of London. 

“On arriving at her house we found 
an excited crowd in the street outside 
which had to be held in check by a 
strong detachment of police. On en- 


tering we found the woman lying on’ 


the floor, as is the usual custom in na- 
tive deliveries. In a corner of the 
hut there were six newly born infants; 
we had them brought to the light to 
examine them and verify the case. 

“The woman was four hours in la- 
bor, and the births followed one an- 
other rapidly. On the twenty-first 
inst. one child died; on the twenty-sec- 
ond inst. four of the children died; on 
the twenty-third the sixth child, which 
was a girl, died. Shortly after the 
children’s birth the mother appeared 
very much exhausted, but she ulti- 
mately made a complete recovery. On 
inquiry we ascertained that at her 
first confinement she gave birth to 
four children, at her second and third 
confinements to three children each 
time. These, with her last litter, 
make a total of 16 children for four 
confinements."’ 

Guarded by a grim native police- 
man, these tiny babies were seen and 
photographed eight days after their 
birth by John Eugene Lutzeir, the 
German missionary-trader, who has 
the distinction of procuring the first 
authentic photograph of sextuplets in 
the history of multiple births. This 
photograph was found in the hands of 
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Mrs. A. J. Parker, one of the 


surviving Bushnell sextuplets. 


Mrs. John E. Lutzeir, widow of the 
missionary-trader, who now lives in 
Detroit. 

The natives of Accra, which is 400 
miles north of the equator, are a fer- 
tile race. In the eighteenth century 
they proved a source of 600,000 slaves 
who were carried off to Jamaica. They 
live in crude mud hovels. 

The climate of Accra is hot and un- 
healthful. The sextuplets, born during 
the rainy season, had little chance for 
survival. 


HE subject of multiple births 
has held the interest of the hu- 
man race since time immemorial. 
One finds traces of it in drawings of 
the cave men; it crops up in mythol- 
ogy, being bound up with the idea of 
miraculous birth, half-gods and ani- 
mal forms; it was invested with super- 
stitious awesomeness by primitive 
magic men; it was sung in saga and 
pictured by the arts. It was not so 
long ago that twinship was believed 
the ‘‘mark”’ of duality fixed upon the 
unborn by the mother during the pre- 
natal period. 

But not until the birth of the 
Dionne quintuplets has the subject of 
multiple births so interested civiliza- 
tion. Daily reports keep cropping up 
of the multiple birth of as many as 
seven babies to a litter, but none of 
these are authenticated. One such 
report came from Georgetown, British 
Guiana, to the effect that a native, Ca- 
rola Perez, had been delivered of seven 
babies. Investigation revealed these

HE Lanzetti broth- 
ers have just had 
another run-in with 
the law. That is, 
four of them have; 
the fifth couldn't 
be found when the 
others were. Be- 
hind the law’s -lat- 
est manifestation of 
interest in the Lanzettis was a matter 
which would be pretty serious-for most 
people—a murder. But the Lanzettis, 
if events take the course to which they 
are accustomed, are hardly likely to 
worry a great deal. 

Certainly the immediate conse- 
quences of the recent attention given 
the brothers by the police were not ex- 
actly paralyzing. Ignatius, Pius and 
Teo Lanzetti were held in $6000 bail 
“to appear when wanted.’ William 
Langzetti, arrested as a suspicious char- 
acter, was freed a few minutes after 
he was taken into custody. 

For years the Lanzettis have been 
engaging in such skirmishes with the 
forces of law and order. They are 
often arrested but seldom canvicted. 
They have a habit of beating the rap. 
And on the few occasions when one of 
them has been sent to jail or prison 
he has managed to avoid languishing 
\ long behind the bars. 

* Yet these young men—the oldest is 
35—are notorious throughout Pennsy!l- 
vania, and are regarded by the Phila- 
delphia police force as the chief public 
enemies of the city. They have been ac- 
cused of a wide assortment of crimes, 
including racketeering, dope peddling, 
forgery, counterfeiting, carrying con- 
cealed weapons, kidnaping and mur- 
der. Their collective arrests total 
more than 100. 

They have usually been freed for 
lack of evidence. It is possible that 
sometimes the evidence against them 
hasn’t been much stronger than sus- 
picion. But there have been many times 
when a person who was expected to 
testify against them has suddenly 
changed his mind and refused to take 
the stand, apparently afraid of invit- 
ing vengeance. 

Originally there were six of the Lan- 
zetti brothers, sons of a sculptor who 
was well thought of in the Italian 
neighborhood in which he lived. The 
boys went to grammar school, but 
didn’t mingle much with other chil- 
dren. The young Lanzettis, who were 
near enough of an age to be compan- 
ions, formed .their own clique, and 
even as children were known as tough 
kids. 

Leo, the first-born, was removed 

“from the combination 10 years ago in 
a fashion typical of gangland. He was 
leaving the poolroom where he main- 
tained headquarters when a storm of 
shotgun slugs tore into him; five 
masked men hurriedly departed from 
the scene and never were caught. Sev- 
eral years before he was rubbed out 
Leo had beaten a case in which he 
was charged with receiving stolen 
goods, but had been forced to do time 
for dope-peddling. The sentence in the 

narcotic case was three years, but Leo 
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was out long before Pius and 
that time had expired. Theodore 
Leo’s demise left Lencenl. 


Pius, William, Lucian, 
Ignatius and Theodore, 
familiarly: known as 
Teo, to continue the 
name of Lanzetti on 
police blotters. - Pius, 
according to detectives, 
succeeded Leo as the 
‘brains’ of the mob 
and still directs their 
underworld activities. 


These Lanzettis are 


personable fellows — 
young, dark-haired, 
dark-eyed, usually 


well-groomed and 
suave of manner. Their 
faces, which frequent- 
ly wear an expression 
of soulfoul melancholy 
or romantic dreaming, 
might be the faces of 
artists. All but Teo 
are bachelors, and they 
seem to have avoided 
entanglements with the 
‘“‘molls’’ who so often 
figure in the careers 
of men of the under- 
world; perhaps this is 
one of the reasons why 
the brothers have 
evaded drastic penal- 
ties so long—no wom- 
en to “‘rat’’ on them. 


Pius, who is 35, has 
a record of 18 arrests. 
He was first haled into 
court when he was 20 
years old. The charge 
Was suspected of lar- 
ceny and receiving sto- 
len goods. The youth 
was promptly discharg- 
ed for lack of evidence. 
Then he was accused of conspiracy and 
attempted larceny, and again was 
freed. Other charges followed—pos- 
session and sale of narcotics, disor- 
derly conduct and so on. Finally he 
received a sentence of three years in 
the county prison, but was let out on 
probation after part of the time was 
served. 

Pius had to serve three months in 
jail along with his brother Ignatius, 
for a threat, made in court, against 
Assistant District Attorney Vincent A. 
Carroll. The threat was to blow his 
head off. 

A bit of shooting got Pius a prison 
term. Two detectives raided a place 
run by the Lanzettis, a fight ensued, 
and both officers were shot. Judge 
Harry McDavitt sentenced Pius to 
spend 14 to 28 years in prison, but the 
sentence later was shortened to six 
years, and the head of the Lanzetti 
gang was paroled some time before he 
had completed the term. 

In 1932 Pius and two of his hench- 
men were arrested on a charge of kid- 
naping. They were alleged to have 
taken Emil Tinucci, a hotel owner, to 
a lonely barn in New Jersey and 
forced him to hand over several hun- 
dred dollars. When the time came for 
him to testify, Tinucci was found to 
have undergone a change of mind. He 
said the money he handed over had 
been in payment of a gambling debt 
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Lucian Lanzetti—in front of the 
woman court attache—and 
William Lanzetti—at his left— 
with hand on his chin. 
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Though Frequently 
Arrested, These Five

which he owed the 
Lanzettis. Pius had 
to be discharged 
again for lack of 
evidence. Judge 
McDevitt made it 
clear that he hated 
to do it, and scold- 
ed the witness who 
changed his mind 
as ‘a loathsome 
coward who made 
a travesty of jus- 
tice.’’ 

About a year. 
ago Pius and Igna- 
tius were arrested 
again following the 
murder of Albert 
Marrazzo, a mem- 
ber of the Phila 
delphia under- 
world, who was the 
fifth member of his family to be slain. 
Marrazzo had witnessed the killing of 
his brother-in-law, John Lerro, and his 
wife had an idea he was “executed” 
in the fear he might expose the per- 
petrators of that slaying. Pius and 
Ignatius were not long in custody. 

A little later Pius was in the toils 
again, suspected of being the chief of 
the numbers racket in the city. Magis- 
trate O’Malley wanted to hold him in 
$25,000 bail, but thege was the fa- 
miliar situation—lack of evidence—

and Pius was re- 
leased on a writ of 
certiorari. 

William Lan- 
zetti, 33, has been 
arrested more fre- 
quently than Pius, 
but usually on mi- 
nor charges, such 
as being a suspi- 
cious character, 
which didn't de- 
tain him long. He 
got a month and a 
half for highway 
robbery, but not 
long afterward 
was acquitted of 
vagrancy and lar- 
ceny of an auto- 
mobile. The most 
recent of Wil- 
liam’s convictions 
was for running a 
lottery; he got a 
year for that. 

Ignatius, in ad- 
dition to the difficulties in which he 
was involved in company with Pius, 
has been charged with dope-peddling, 
and once was sentenced to a year for 
that offense. A few years ago he was 
charged with complicity in the shoot- 
ing of ‘“‘Toney’’ Volpe and the murder 
of Joseph Brun, underworld charac- 
ters, but beat the rap. 

Lucian began his career as an ar- 
restee at 17. His first time up in 
court he got 30 days for disorderly 
conduct, and later incurred another 


sentence as 


30-day 
an inmate of a disor- 
derly house. 

Also, he was con- 
victed with William 


in the lottery case 
and drew a year’s 
sentence. But in 
many other cases, in- 
cluding one charge of 
burglary, he has got 
off without penalty. 

Teo, 25, is the 
youngest of the 
brothers. His brushes 
with the police start- 
ed about eight years 
ago. Since then he 
has been arrested on 
accusations including 
larceny, corner 
lounging, disorderly 
conduct, possession 
of liquor, suspicion 
of aggravated  as- 
sault and battery 
with intent to kill. 
Usually he has slid 
out of the arms of 
the law without too 
much difficulty. In 
1929 he was sen- 
tenced to a year for 
carrying a concealed 
weapon; it was just 
after he had been 
mysteriously shot in 


the leg. 

A dresser and quite 
handsome, after a 
fashion, Teo is the 
only one of the broth- 
ers who has been 
publicly associated 


with a woman. 
An incident along this line occurred 


in connection with a counterfeit- 
ing case two years ago. Mrs. Eva 
Martino, young and 0pretty, was 


taken before Federal Judge Welsh, 
charged with passing counterfeit $20 
bills. 

Teo was questioned in the case 
and said he knew nothing about 
it, but he was an interested spec- 
tator at Mrs. Martino’s trial. Her 
defense was that she did not know the 
money she passed was bad. She said, 
in answer to a question, she didn't 
know where her husband was. Judge 
Welsh sentenced her to 18 months in 


prison and took occasion to say, ‘You 


are a tool in the hands of a ruthless 
mob.”’ 

As Mrs. Martino was being led out 
of the courtroom she began to sob. 
Whereupon Teo hurried to her side, 
put his arms around her and kissed 
her. 

That kiss, so far as the public 
knows, is the entire record of romance 
in the lives of the Lanzetti brothers, 
except for the fact that in June, 1934, 
there was an announcement to the ef- 
fect that Teo had married Frances 
Euban, a waitress in a \Philadelphia 
hotel, and had taken Her to Georgia 
for their honeymoon. 

The Lanzettis have their fingers in 
all sorts of pies. At one time they 
were said to have managed an ornate 
gambling casino near Philadelphia: a 
well-known radio singer, now dead, 
was reported to have lost $11,000 
there one night. Before repeal, the 


brothers monopolized the local “bot- 
tle and cork’’ trade: that is, they sold 
“empties’’ to the makers of bathtub 
gin. } 

It is generally believed that the 
principal source of income for the Lan- 
zettis is the numbers racket. And de- 
tectives say that sometimes they em- 
ploy a stratagem to avoid paying off; 
that when players are striking num- 
bers too frequently and cash is low, 
the Lanzettis have a member of their 
mob tip off the police, with the result 
that the ‘“‘banks’’ are raided—which 
provides an excuse for not settling 
with winners. 

The murder which occasioned the 
recent roundup of Lanzettis was that 
of Joseph Gabriel, a young organizer 
for the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers of America and business agent for 
the Finishers’ Union, Local 156. Ga- 
briel was found shot to death in an au- 
tomobile September 4. No weapon 
was found in the car, which belonged 
to Gabriel’s brother-in-law, Alphonse 
Rossi, also a labor organizer. Two bul- 
lets had entered Gabriel's right tem- 
ple and there were powder marks on 
his face. 


HE Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers offered a reward of 
$1000 for the arrest and con- 
viction of the slayer, but for several 
weeks no arrests were made in 
the case. Then, on October 24, Igna- 
tius Lanzetti and Felix d’Arenza, an 
associate of his, were held with- 


out bail for further hearing on 
suspicion of the murder. Magistfate 
John J. O'Malley was told that 


the union for which Gabriel was busi- 
ness agent parceled out work to 40 
or 50 shops and that D’Arenza, who 
had a tailoring shop, had been dissat- 
isfied with the amount of work he re- 
ceived. 

Mrs. Minnie Gabriel, widow of the 
slain man, told a detective that her 
husband had been threatened and 
bullied by the Lanzetties. 

And a detective declared the police 
would have evidence against the two 
men ‘‘unless the witnesses are intimi- 
dated.’’ 

On November 8 Ignatius and 
D’Arenza were again before Magistrate 
O’Malley. With them were also Pius 
and Teo Lanzetti and John Amato, @ 
Lanzetti henchman. But the police 
admitted that they were unable to pro- 
duce evidence linking these men with 
the killing of Gabriel. Detective 
George Knott said the witnesses he 
wanted to call were afraid to come to 
court. 

Michael McEnery, attorney for the 
Lanzettis, insisted that the police 
had nothing on his clients, and the 
Magistrate had to agree that the court 
showing in support of police suspicions 
was not convincing. He felt justified 
in going no further than to place the 
three brothers and their two associates 
under $5000 bail “to appear when 
wanted.”’ 

It was the next day that Wililam 
Lanzetti was arrested as a suspicious 
character, and quickly set free. The 
police said they were looking for Lu- 
clan. It was a job to which they 
have become well accustomed in the 
last decade or so—looking for a Lan- 
zetti. 
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ILE PORTER’S fabulous 

career is the kind that or- 

dinarily people would like 

very much to debunk. 

When one hears how he 

wrote “You're the Top” 

P, while riding down the 
Rhine in a canoe stuffed with silk pil- 
jows, one resents it as an unwarranted 
insult to those who live by toil and 
tries hard not to believe a word of it. 
When his friends say that he writes 
smash hits during the gaps in a scheme 
of life that calls for at least three or 
tour big parties a night, and only the 
most casual recourse to pencils and 
music paper, that he wrote “Miss Otis 
Regrets” at a noisy brawl in Tony's, 
on Fifty-second street, one would pre- 
fer telling them they lie in their 
teeth. But unfortunately there is so 
little concrete evidence one way or the 
other in his sketchy biography that 


one is forced to believe the fables or 


admit one doesn’t know anything 
about him. Very few do know much 
about him, despite the fact that his 
admiring friends could populate a 
gmall city, if they weren't scattered 
over most of the civilized part of the 
globe (and a good many unheard-of 
hinterlands and unmapped islands). 

What is irritating to those who wor- 
ship hard work is not that Cole Porter 
is successful without doing any, but 
that the kind of music he writes so 
well isn’t a bit simple to write. It re- 
quires a great deal more than mere 
cleverness or talent as a melodist. 
Those who admire him most say that 
“he has more musical skill than Sul- 
livan and as much cleverness as a 
rhymster as Gilbert. Whether or not 
this is true, he is certainly not a slip- 
shod composer and his verse—though 
moment—is good 


They say he hasn’t done any hard 
work since his first musical comedy, 
“See America First,’’ perished after a 
dismal week on Broadway in 1915. On 
the last night a writer named Harri- 
son Rhodes took young Porter aside 
and advised him not to work so hard. 
A good artist, he said, must live first 
and mellow his talent by having fun. 
The composer might have answered 
with the question he has since made 
the theme of one of his most amusing 
songs: “Which is the right life, the 
simple or the night life?’’ But instead 
he jumped to his own conclusion. His 
changed outlook won him a Croix de 
Guerre from the fun-loving French. 
And nowadays he is known as the only 
dangerous rival his friend Elsa Max- 
well (world champion party-thrower) 
has. His reputation is trans-Atlantic, 
English, Continental and Mediterra- 
nean. His personal charm has been 
made a by-word by charm connoisseurs 
like Herbert Bayard Swope, Neysa Mc- 


Mein and Alexander Woollcott.

He should know, because 

he made a new industry 

out of mirth. And any 

business that today can 

provide a man not only 

with bread and butter, but a generous 

spread of jam as well, is no laughing 
matter. 

Horne’s offices in a Fifth avenue 
skyscraper constitute probably the 
largest gag factory extant. In steel fil- 
ing cabinets ranging along the walls 
of several rooms some 6,000,000 quips 
and jests are housed, all neatly filed, 
crosa-filed and counter-cross-filed. In 
other rooms are stored magazines 
which contain the earliest known 
printing of a number of these jokes. 
Some of these publications are more 
than a hundred years old, but the 
jokes they contain have often been 
dusted off and used for the 1935 trade. 
After all, who could remember back 
& century ago. Those jokes are the 
Stock in trade of a man whose busi- 
ness is being funny for monby. And 
business is good. 

Clients consist of a long list of 
Comic strip artists, stage, screen and 
Tadio comedians, playwrights, column- 
ists, governors, senators, house organs 
and advertising agencies. Here’s a 
typical pleased client.. He was the 
president of a small college who was 
Scheduled to make a commencement 
address. Recalling the few polite 
handclaps that greeted his efforts the 
year before, he sent an S. O. 8S. to the 
68g mill. A humber of jokes, pointed 
just enough to add piquancy to the 
address, were sent him. The following 
year he sent in another order, but on 
the letterhead of a different college. 
He volunteered the explanation that 
he had received a great many compli- 
ments on his address the year before, 
said compliments being restricted to 
the humor. One especially was from 
the chairman of the board of trustees 
of the college he now headed, asking 
brexy to take over the helm of the 
institution from which he was writing 
because, as the chairman pnt it, he was

cide which had the most ‘‘personality.”’ 
Cole Porter won by a length, though 
all he had said was that he was sorry, 
but he wasn’t playing. 

One has evidence, though, that there 
is something more to Cole Porter than 
the easy-going, engaging, laughing, 
quaffing, dandified, unreflecting fel- 
low he wants to be considered. The 
evidence is his work—the meticulous, 
neo-classical development in his more 
workmanlike composition, the dex- 
trous rhythmical contortions of his 
songs and the tight, clever rhyme 
schemes of his lyrics. There may be 
intentional affectation in this behold- 
the-lilies-of-the-field attitude—which 
for years made him an outcast with 
the producers. But, according to his 
own protestations, people are confused 
by his methods of working. He gets 
all his best ideas, he says, while chat- 
tering at parties. He works best while 
lying on his back, smoking a cigarette. 
He not only composes without benefit 
of piano, but without recourse to pen- 
cils and staffed paper—until the work 
is almost completed. 


revamping. The music for ‘“‘Any- 

thing Goes’’ had to be rewritten 
at least twice and last summer, when 
it was being revised for London audi- 
ences, he rewrote some of it again for 
C. B. Cochran, the producer, who ra- 
dioed his request for revision while 
Porter was somewhere in the middle of 
the Indian Ocean. Without a qualm he 
changed the rhyme schemes of ‘‘You’re 
the Top’’ by such local interpolations 
as ‘“‘a dress by Patou’' for “‘a dress by 
Saks’,’’ Tallulah Bankhead for Irene 
Bordoni, an Ascot bonnet for one by 
Bendel. Finally, to show that there 
were no hard feelings, he dashed off 
the verses:

In getting his enviable stand at the 
corner of Tin Pan Alley and Park ave- 
nue, Cole Porter has certainly done 
less confessed toil than most world 
celebrities who started out as Indi- 
ana farm boys. But to begin with, he 
wasn't an ordinary farm boy. His fam- 
fly were well-to-do, and he was the 
heir to a sizable fortune which his 
grandfather, a frustrated Forty-niner, 
made out of West Virginia coal fields 
he had bought thinking they were tim- 
ber lands. His early childhood was 
spent laboriously learning to play the 
violin and the piano; his parents were 
convinced he had talent. His play time 
was largely occupied in watching the 
life of the Hagenback-Wallace circus, 
which has winter quarters in Peru, 
the town of his nativity. He fancied 
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‘‘a far-seeing educator 
who appreciated hu- 
mor.” Horne doesn’t 
mind. He rather likes 
it if his humor is some- 
one else’s reward. 

Most of the custom- 

ers, however, are script 
writers who have a 
basic idea of the slant 
they want the comedy 
to take, but appeal to 
Horne for gags to 
‘spike’ throughout the 
script. To assist him, 
Horne employs a staff 
of 15 girls who do notbh- 
ing but clip jokes from 
magazines and newspa- 
pers from all over the 
world. He has found 
that, in a year’s time, 
out of every 10 jokes in 
print his files already 
contain verbatim copies 
of nine. The tenth is 
apt to be a rehash of 
something they already 
have but containing 
enough difference to get 
into the file. 

Thus, when a script 

writer is in a quandary, 
Horne or one of his ‘‘adapters’’ goes 
to work on the difficulty. An adapt- 
er is a bright young man who, in 
addition to being able to think up an 
occasional new joke, has the happy 
faculty of being able to take a stock 
situation from the files and give it a 
peculiar twist to fit the type of com- 
edy or the manner of delivery of a 
particular comedian. Chances are that 
the funny bit that sent you rolling on 
the floor last night was carefully 
culled from the hoary wheezes care- 
fully preserved in one of Hal's filing 
cabinets. With the barnacles removed, 
it serves as the newest example of 
what a man will laugh at. 

The only really new jokes, says the 
gag master, those that can be said to 
be original during the past year, are 
the current lampoons of the New Deal. 

The rest of them are only rehash-

Porter undertook to study music 
seriously (at the Scola Cantorum and 
with d'Indy) after his Broadway flop 
and his subsequent experience in the 
war. He enlisted before America’s 
entry and served for a time with the 
French Foreign Legion, carrying a 
portable plano around with him on his 
early campaigns. He never got to do 
much fighting, for when this country 
decided to go in Cole Porter was trans- 
ferred to teaching gunnery to the apos-

and got a reputation for wearing the 
smartest uniforms in Paris, for giv- 
ing parties in which the champagne 
went so fast that it had to be cooled 
in a tin bathtub, for owning one of 
the snappiest apartments in the Fau- 
bourg St. Germaine. When the war 
was over he was awarded France’s 
most prized military decoration, be- 
cause it had been so amusing having 
him there, not for his bravery. A more 
appropriate trophy he brought back 
with him was Mrs. Cole Porter, the di- 
vorced wife of Edward R. Thomas and 
the daughter of William P. Lee, prom- 
inent citizen of Louisville, Ky. Soon 
afterwards he did the songs for 
“Hitchy Koo”’ and “Greenwich Village 
Follies.”" The most successful was

He hung out in 
a London tavern and when anybody 
made a wise crack, it would be hung 
on Joe Miller as a gag since he was 
the last person in the world to crack 
wise. That was a gag in itself. Joe 
Miller actually never wrote a joke in 
his life. But years after his death an

decided to forget about song writing. 
He was next seen exploring the prov- 
inces of France as an emissary of the 
Club des Gourmets. He had a house 
in Paris, occupied Browning's palazzo 
on the Lido, was one of the first to 
discover the possibilities of Antibes as 
a resort. For four years he snubbed 
the muse. 

Then one day in 1927, lying in the 
sand at Lido, he noticed that his 
neighbor was Ray Goetz, a New York 
producer. That is how he happened 
to write the score for ‘‘Paris.’’ Goetz 
had anticipated it would be a terrific 
job getting Porter to do any work for 
him: Porter was delighted to get the 
chance. He went back to what he 
calls work with a vengeance. ‘‘Paris’’ 
starring Irene Bordoni, was a hit. 
“Fifty Million Frenchmen’”’ and ‘‘Wake 
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Up and Dream” were both hits. ‘‘The 
New Yorkers’ failed to make money, 
but it had some good songs and Port- 
er couldn't have lost much by it, even 
though the show cost $100,000 of 
Whitney money. ‘“‘Nymph Errant”’ was 
a hit in London, “The Gay Divorcee’”’ 
was a hit in New York and “Anything 
Goes”’ ig a smash hit in both cities at 
this writing. .

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enterprising wag collected all the gags 
he could think of or steal, put them 
together in a book, and in 1739 per- 
petuated the hoax by publishing what 
he called Joe Miller's Joke Book.’’ 
Anyone with so screwy a business to 
take seriously must have a screwy 
background. Horne has. A Bostonian 
by birth, he was at Harvard for two 
years. He earned part of his tuition 
fee as a policé court reporter and the 
rest by making death-defying leaps 
through the flames twice daily at 
Wonderland Park, an amusement re- 
sort near Boston. He left college to 
enter the war and the war to go to 
Hollywood where he became interested 
in movie publicity. 3 
He soon found that when he inject- 
ed a bit of humor into his releases, he 
stood a better chance of grabbing free 
space on the amusement pages. So he 
decided to make a study of humor. He 
set for himself the routine of coming 
to his office every morning at 7:30, 
at which time he was to sit down and 
write twenty jokes, to be finished by 
9:30. As he carefully explained it, he 
wasn’t content with doing nineteen 
and he refused to do twenty-one. Just 
twenty jokes in two hours was all he 
wanted. Neither did he expect that 
every one of these jokes would pro- 
duce a belly-laugh. All he required of 
himself was that he turn out some- 
thing that had a touch of humor to it. 
In this way he accumulated almost a 
thousand jokes in a short period. 
One day an associate, hearing of this 
independent research into the humor 
situation, turned over to him a_file of 
gags he had himself collected and cata- 
logued at one time. Horne started to 
go through them and the third one 
brought him up with a start. It was 
one he thought he’d made up all by 
himself in his daily two-hour stint. 
(College boy calling his dad ‘‘the kin 
I love to touch’’). Reading further, he 
found a number of gags he was hear- 
ing on the radio. And his associate's 
collection was several years old. 
Right then and there he got the 
idea for a systematic collection. He 
bought a number of magazines, sub- 
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scribed to many more, and put some 
girls to work clipping and classifying 
the jokes they contained. Up to this 

point the collection was all expense 
and no income. Then he heard that, 
one movie company was going to sue 

another over the use of the line “Half 

the girls in the world are working 

girls, the other half are working men.” 

Mr. Horne traced the gag to a 1924 

issue of a Canadian newspaper and of- 

fered to go back still further, but the 

first movie company had had enough. 

He resigned his publicity job and 

Hal Horne, Inc., was born. Today, he 

is recognized as the leading expert on 

gags. So far as jokes go——and they go 

pretty far, sometimes—he speaks with 

the voice of authority.

Duncan's belongings searched qui- 
etly, but there was no trace either 
of the watch or the handkerchief. 

So you see where we were. His 
story, when I came to test it, 
proved to be a masterpiece. I 
worked out a time table for him, 
giving his movements for the day. 
Every detail of it that could be 
checked against the camp orders 
and troop routine checked up per- 
fectly. There were, of course, a 
couple of gaps; the longest one 
was an hour, and he accounted for 
those by saying he had been play- 
ing cards or talking with other 
soldiers in the barracks. 

The only way to get anything 
definite on him was to find some 
material evidence that would 
prove his connection with Gregor, 
and the only articles that would be 

use were the gun, the hand- 
kerghief and the watch. The hand- 
kerchief was pretty hopeless; I 
didm&t know why he had taken it, 
might not be distinctive if 
we did get it.

Right there I got the only break 
in this case. Duncan did what so 
many clever criminals do—tried 
to cover himself still further. He 
wrote to a fingerprint expert in 
Chicago. I got in touch with the 
Chicago police and had them look 
him up and ask to see that letter. 
I think I still have a copy of it— 
lucky I kept it at home with my 
things instead of with the records 
that burned up.

“I am writing for information.
